SUPREME COURT WARNS 


AGAINST INTIMIDATION 


Telia Trades Unions That They Must 


Not Recruit From Nonunion 


Ranks by Forcible Means. 


Philadelphia. Pa.. Oct. 13.—Trades 


unions miiHt not recruit their ranks by 
any form of Intimidation of men be- 
longing to other unions nor of non- 
union men," said Justice Dean of the 
Supreme court in an Important ruling 
on a iitie.sllon of labor compulsion. 


"Where the law of a trade union 


conflicts with the first clause of the 
constitution, guaranteeing to citizens 
the right to acquirement, possession 
and protection of property, the constl 
tutlon shall prevail and must bo up 
held by every court In this common 
wealth. If the members of the Allied 
Building Trades of Philadelphia shall 
further disregard these principles the 
courts of Philadelphia know how to 
compel their submission."
